EW YORK, Aug. 25.— 
Far from the saturation 

point having been reached in 
the automotive industry, the 
surface has merely been 
scratched, in the opinion of 
Louis G. Kaufman, president 
of the Chatham Phenix Na- 
tional Bank and Trust Com- 
pany and a director of Gen- 
eral Motors. 

In a statement 
Kaufman said:— 

“As former chairman of the 
finance committee of General Mo- 
tors, I have made a _ thorough 
study of the motor industry. -

Washington, Aug. 25.—Twelve 
out of every 1,000 motorists get 
stuck once a month on account 
of no gas. 

This is the ‘conclusion reached 
by the American Automobile As- 
sociation as the result of an 
analysis of 590,000 calis for free 
emergency aid made by its mem- 
bership. 

A large percentage of those 
“out of gas” calls occur in the rush 
hours of the morning, most of 
the complaints being from busi- 
ness men en route to work. The 
reasons assigned were varied, but 
mostly due to carelessness, while 
not infrequently it was found that 
use of a car by a man’s wife, 
daughter or son was responsible 
for the bone-dry condition of the 
tank.

To Pay N. J. Tax

suchanan signed an order re- 
straining Commissioner Dill frem 
imposing the tax on some forty 
bus and transportation concerns, 
until such time as the constitu- 
tionality of the new law is ascer- 
tained. The concerns penalized to- 
day by Commissioner Dill are al- 
leged to have disregarded the law 
altogether, in failing to seek a 
restraining order in the courts, or 
forwarding a mileage report of 
roads traversed in New Jersey, to- 
gether with the excise tax check. 

The new law provides for the im- 
pesition of a cent and one-half for 
each mile of New Jersey roads trav- 
eled by interstate buses or trucks. 
The operation of a motor vehicle 
over the highways, after the regis- 
tration or the reciprocity privilege 
has been suspended, is punishable 
by a fine of not less than $100 for 
each violation. Under the law, the 
money collected is turned over to 
the State Highway Department for 
the construction of roads in the 
state. 

Motor vehicle inspectors have 
jbeen detailed to pick up the regis-

Ohio Registrations 
For First 6 Months 
Reflect Increases 


Columbus, O., Aug. 25 (U. T. 
P. S.).—The Ohio Department of 
Motor Vehicle Registration has 
compiled a statement showing 
the registration of all motor ve- 
hicles in the state for the first 
six months of the year. While 
the statement is not entirely of- 
ficial, it is practically complete. 

The statement shows that 
there were 1,529,854 passenger 
cars registered, 185,601 motor 
trucks, 10,793 trailers, 7,192 mo- 
torcycles and 1,518 side cars. 
Comparing these figures for the 
first half of 1927 with the totals 
for the year 1926, it is seen that 
the number in each classification 
is larger, excepting in motor- 
eveles and side cars. During 
the whoie of 1926 the depart- 
ment registered 1.295.655 passen- 
ger cars, 184,834 motor trucks, 
10,186 trailers, 7,913 motorcycles 
and 2,918 side cars. Collections 
in the depariment for 1926 
amounted to $9,932,.785.45.

! More Motor Trucks 


| Special from A. D. N. Washington Bureag 

| Washington, Aug. 25.—Motor 
vehicles for commercial use are 
being operated in Australia on a 
largely increased scale this year, 
despite the high duty which puts 
the initial cost much higher than 
in the United States and the 
price of gasoline, which averages 
50 cents a gallon. 

In New South Wales, compris- 
ing one-third of the total popula- 
| tion of Australia, there has been an 
increase of 800 per cent. in the use 
of commercial motor vehicles since 
1920, while the figures for 1927 in- 

|dicate a continuance of this up- 
| ward trend, says a report to the De- 
| partment of Commerce. 

| It is anticipated that in the next 
| ten years the government will spend 
| approximately £35,000,000 for good 
| roads. 

The report states that trucks of 
American manufacture are at 
present well in the lead in sales, 
having obtained in 1926 approxi- 
mately 80 per cent. of the total 
business. Practically all the gov- 
ernment owned trucks are of 
British manufacture.
